School Tax Woes 
Near Cri si s Level s 


CHICAGO (AP) — Voter resistance 
to school tax hikes has grown so strong 
that schools face sev ere cu rtailment of 
serv ices — or ev en collapse — u nless 
they get more federal and state 
assistance, big-city school su perin­ 
tendents say . 
“ Don’t think y ou can get the cities 
straightened ou t if y ou don’t get the 
schools straightened ou t,” Vincent 
Reed, su perintendent of Washington, 
D.C., pu blic schools told a meeting of 
heads of 27 major city school sy stems 
here. 
The three-day conference of the 
Cou ncil of the Great City Schools, 
which opened Thu rsday , was called to 
dev elop u rban edu cational priorities 
that the su perintendents hope Presi­ 
dent-elect Jimmy Carter will adopt. 
Sam Hu sk, cou ncil ex ecu tiv e v ice 
president, said he wou ld like the 
federal gov ernment to add $3 billion to 
$4 billion to the nearly $5 billion it now 
pay s of the $6 0-billion annu al tab for 
pu blic edu cation. 
Carter has said he fav ors bolstering 
federal edu cational aid by eliminating 
the ban on u sing rev enu e-sharing 
fu nds for schools. He also proposed 
creation of a separate Department of 
Edu cation.

Today ’s economic reports were 
brights spots in an otherwise bleak 
pictu re of high u nemploy ment and 
slow economic growth. 


Wholesale indu strial prices, which 
are influ ential in setting the ov er-all 
inflation trend, 
hav e

steadily since May . Howev er, these 
higher wholesale prices hav e not y et 
shown at the retail lev el. 


In October, the consu mer price 
index stood at 173.3, meaning that a 
market basket of goods and serv ices 
costing $100 in 1967 now costs $173.30. 
The index is not adju sted to discou nt 
seasonal influ ences, as are the per­ 
centage increases. 


Alan Greenspan, President Ford’s 
chief economist, tended to discou nt the 
wholesale price trend in a speech 
Thu rsday to the Ru bber Manu fac­ 
tu rers Association. He said “There is 
ju st no corroborating ev idence” to 


su pport the idea of a new ou tbu rst of 
inflation. 
Greenspan said the long-term in­ 
flation rate is slowing down and, in 
what appeared to be a warning to 
President-elect 
Jim m y 
C arter, 
predicted that the downward trend will 
continu e if the gov ernment redu ces its 
bu dget deficit by following “sensible 
fiscal and monetary policies.” 
Greenspan also acknowledged that 
the economic slowdown has continu ed 
longer than ex pected, bu t he said there 
is no danger of a recession. 
Carter has said that he may ask for a 
tax cu t if the economy doesn’t show 
more strength by Janu ary . 
Chairman Arthu r F. Bu ms of the 
Federal Reserv e Board said Thu rsday 
that conditions don’t appear 
bad 


enou gh at this time to warrant a tax 
cu t to stimu late the economy . 
"I see no adv antage in a tax cu t at 
the present time,” he said in a speech 
Thu rsday to the U.S.

Speakers at the meeting cited the 
recent shu tdown of sev eral small 
districts in Ohio and Oregon after 
v oters refu sed to pass higher tax 
lev ies.

W illiam P earson, gov ernm ental 
relations director of St. Lou is pu blic 
schools, said his district tried at least 
half a dozen tim es before finally 
passing a tax lev y last spring. 

Ix >u is Kishku nas said 
v oters in his city rou tinely hav e tu rned 
down school tax increases, adding that 
“this y ear we had to cu t $11 million ou t 
of ou r bu dget becau se of it.” 


DETROIT (AP) - Abou t 80,000 
United Au to Workers stru ck 16 key 
G eneral Motors plants today as 
bargainers, meeting throu gh the night, 
closed in on a new national contract. 
“ It was simply a m atter of their 
ru nning ou t of time,” said one sou rce 
close to the talks. He said the two sides 
were “v ery close,” adding a settle­ 
ment cou ld come “within hou rs.” 
While the 16 selected plants were 
idled effectiv e at midnight, abou t 100 
other GM plants across the cou ntry 
continu ed operating in compliance 
with orders from the UAW. 
Company officials said the walkou t 
cou ld cripple GM’s sprawling 21-state 
produ ction network within a week and 
indu stry analy sts hav e said a GM 
shu tdown wou ld also start hu rting the 
U.S. economy in abou t a week. 
Three assembly or body plants in 
Michigan became the first casu alties 
of the walkou t’s ripple effect and were 
to beclosed today . Some 13,000 workers 
wou ld be affected by those shu tdowns, 
downs. 
The selectiv e, sev en-state walkou t — 
concentrated in the 
Midwest and 
particu larly Michigan — came after 
negotiators failed before a midnight 
deadline to fashion an agreement 
cov ering 39 0,000 hou rly GM employ es 
at more than 110 plants. 
“The UAW-General Motors contract 
has ex pired,” UAW President Leonard 
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Woodcock and Vice President Irv ing 
Blu estone annnou nced 
in 
a 
brief 
prepared statement issu ed to report­ 
ers as the strike deadline passed. 
Employ m ent of the m inistrike 
strategy by the UAW is a first for the 
u nion ov er a national agreement. It 
also marks the first time the UAW has 
waged two major au to strikes in one 
y ear since it first won collectiv e 
bargaining rights in 1937. 
A 28 -day strike at Ford Motor Co. 
last month achiev ed the indu stry ’s 
pattern agreement. A similar pact was 
ratified with Chry sler Corp. on 
Wednesday . 
Plants initially idled by the selectiv e 


strike inclu de six assembly plants, six 
parts plants and fou r Fisher Body 
facilities. Sev en plants with 47,6 00 
workers are in Michigan. Of the other 
plants, three were in Ohio, two in 
Indiana and one each in New York, 
Georgia, Illinois and Wisconsin. 
The last time GM was hit with a 
nationwide strike was in 19 70, when a 
6 7 -day UAW strike tu rned ou t to be the 
costliest in American labor history . 
The walkou t ex hau sted the UAW’s $120 
million strike fu nd and forced the 
u nion to borrow another $40 million. 
The strike fu nd presently holds $155 
million, down from a record $180 
million. The fu nd was depleted a bit by 


the Ford walkou t, which affected 
170.000 workers, and a 39 -day strike by 
26 .000 workers against Deere & Co. 


Highlight of the Ford pattern 
agreement is a start in the u nion’s 
ev entu al goal of a fou rday work week. 
Other prov isions inclu de general wage 
boosts of 3 per cent a y ear plu s 20 cents 
an hou r in the first y ear; continu ed 
cost-of-liv ing protection; improv ed 
lay off and health care benefits, and 
cash bonu ses of u p to $6 00 for retirees. 


Under the old contract, the av erage 
GM worker made $6 .88 an hou r in 
wages and receiv ed benefits estimated 
at $4 per hou r.

President-elect Jimmy Carter did not 
team u p to u rge an economy -boosting 
tax cu t and Carter gav e no indication 
of a decision, one of the participants 
sav s. 
Rep. George H. Mahon, D-Tex ., said 
the problem of stimu lating bu siness 
and redu cing u nem ploy m ent was 
ex tensiv ely discu ssed du ring the three- 
hou r session Wednesday in Ix iv ejoy , 
Ga., 
where 
C arter 
m et 
with 
Democratic leaders. 
“I did not detect a u nanimity of the 
leadership concerning a tax cu t,” 
Mahon said. 
Carter has said that if the economy 
does not begin improv ing by Janu ary , 
there is a “strong possibility ” that he 
wou ld ask for a tax cu t to stimu late it. 
Mahon, chairman of the Hou se 
Appropriations Committee and a fiscal 
conserv ativ e, said he and others told 
Carter that a major consideration 
shou ld be restoring bu siness con­ 
fidence and that Carter appointments 
wou ld be important in this regard. 


“ The bu siness com m u nity and 
people generally are u neasy , won­ 
dering, apprehensiv e,” Mahon said in 
an interv iew Thu rsday . “If he cou ld 
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get some good strong people for 
secretary of the Treasu ry , director of 
m anagem ent 
and 
bu dget 
and 
secretary of commerce, it wou ld hav e 
a stabilizing influ ence.... 
Carter has been receiv ing con­ 
flicting adv ice as to whether he shou ld 
su pport a tax cu t, a boost in gov ern­ 
ment spending, or neither. 
“ He didn’t talk like a freewheeling 
big spender,” Mahon said of the Carter 
meeting. “He talked of a balanced 
bu dget ov er the long range and his de­ 
sire to eliminate waste, and generally I 
thou ght it was a good down-to-earth 
discu ssion.” 
Mahon said C arter 
gav e the 
congressional v isitors his priv ate 
telephone nu mber and promised that 
calls at any time wou ld be pu t throu gh 
or promptly retu rned. 
“The cou ntry is weary of the con­ 
trov ersy between the president and 
Congress,” he said. “For the White 
Hou se and Congress to be of the same 
party imposes an awesome responsi­ 
bility on the Democratic leadership.

support the idea of a new outburst of 
inflation. 
Greenspan said the long-term in­ 
flation rate is slowing down and, in 
what appeared to be a warning to 
P resident-elect 
Jim m y 
C arter, 
predicted that the downward trend will 
continue if the government reduces its 
budget deficit by following “sensible 
fiscal and monetary policies.” 
Greenspan also acknowledged that 
the economic slowdown has continued 
longer than expected, but he said there 
is no danger of a recession. 
Carter has said that he may ask for a 
tax cut if the economy doesn’t show 
more strength by January. 
Chairman Arthur F. Bums of the 
Federal Reserve Board said Thursday 
that conditions don’t appear 
bad 


enough at this time to warrant a tax 
cut to stimulate the economy. 
“ I see no advantage in a tax cut at 
the present tim e," he said in a speech 
Thursday to the U.S. 
league of 
Savings Associations in New York. 
M eanwhile,

summer than preliminary estimates 
indicated. 
The Gross National Product, or the 
total output of goods and services, 
grew at an annual rate of 3.8 per cent 
during the July-September quarter. 
That was lower than the initial esti­ 
mate last month of a 4 per cent growth 
rate, the rate generally considered 
sufficient to keep up with normal 
population growth. 
Ministrike Hits GM; Talks Resume 


DETROIT (AP) — About 80,000 
United Auto Workers struck 16 key 
G eneral Motors plants today as 
bargainers, meeting through the night, 
closed in on a new national contract. 
“It was simply a m atter of their 
running out of tim e,” said one source 
close to the talks. He said the two sides 
were “very close,” adding a settle­ 
ment could come “ within hours.” 
While the 16 selected plants were 
idled effective at midnight, about IOO 
other GM plants across the country 
continued operating in compliance 
with orders from the UAW. 
Company officials said the walkout 
could cripple GM’s sprawling 21-state 
production network within a week and 
industry analysts have said a GM 
shutdown would also start hurting the 
U.S. economy in about a week. 
Three assembly or body plants in 
Michigan became the first casualties 
of the walkout’s ripple effect and were 
to beclosed today. Some 13,000 workers 
would be affected by those shutdowns, 
downs. 
The selective, seven-state walkout — 
concentrated in the Midwest and 
particularly Michigan — came after 
negotiators failed before a midnight 
deadline to fashion an agreement 
covering 390,000 hourly GM employes 
at more than 110 plants. 
“The UAW-General Motors contract 
has expired,” UAW President Leonard

Speakers at the meeting cited the 
recent shutdown of several small 
districts in Ohio and Oregon after 
voters refused to pass higher tax 
levies. 
They also pointed to the 
struggle of many larger districts to 
remain solvent. 
“ It’s created a situation in Detroit 
whereby we have to constantly battle 
just to keep our heads above water,” 
said that city’s school chief, Arthur 
Jefferson. 
He said Detroit voters this month 
rejected for the second time this year a 
tax increase that would have brought 
in an estimated $38 million to the 
schools. 
Jefferson attributed the resistance 
to massive urban unemployment, the 
“lost credibility” of schools as test 
scores plummet and the concentration 
of the poor and aged in central cities. 
W illiam Pearson, governm ental 
relations director of St. Louis public 
schools, said his district tried at least 
half a dozen times before finally 
passing a tax levy last spring. 
Denver Supt. I/mis Kishkunas said 
voters in his city routinely have turned 
down school tax increases, adding that 
“this year we had to cut $11 million out 
of our budget because of it.” 


Woodcock and Vice President Irving 
Bluestone annnounced in a 
brief 
prepared statement issued to report­ 
ers as the strike deadline passed. 
Em ploym ent of the m inistrike 
strategy by the UAW is a first for the 
union over a national agreement. It 
also marks the first time the UAW has 
waged two major auto strikes in one 
year since it first won collective 
bargaining rights in 1937. 
A 28-day strike at Ford Motor Co. 
last month achieved the industry’s 
pattern agreement. A similar pact was 
ratified with Chrysler Corp. on 
Wednesday. 
Plants initially idled by the selective 


strike include six assembly plants, six 
parts plants and four Fisher Body 
facilities. Seven plants with 47,600 
workers are in Michigan. Of the other 
plants, three were in Ohio, two in 
Indiana and one each in New York, 
Georgia, Illinois and Wisconsin. 
The last time GM was hit with a 
nationwide strike was in 1970, when a 
67-day UAW strike turned out to be the 
costliest in American labor history. 
The walkout exhausted the UAW’s $120 
million strike fund and forced the 
union to borrow another $40 million. 
The strike fund presently holds $155 
million, down from a record $180 
million. The fund was depleted a bit by 


the Ford walkout, which affected 
170.000 workers, and a 39-day strike by 
26.000 workers against Deere & Co. 


Highlight of the Ford pattern 
agreement is a start in the union’s 
eventual goal of a fourday work week. 
Other provisions include general wage 
boosts of 3 per cent a year plus 20 cents 
an hour in the first year; continued 
cost-of-living protection; im proved 
layoff and health care benefits, and 
cash bonuses of up to $600 for retirees. 


Under the old contract, the average 
GM worker made $6.88 an hour in 
wages and received benefits estimated 
at $4 per hour.

goals in the criminal justice com­ 
munities. 
Crime prevention, the detection and 
apprehension of criminals has long 
been the responsibility of modem day 
law enforcem ent. However, long 
standing, artifically created barriers 
restricted the ability of the general 
citizenry to assist the police attain the 
level of cooperation and efficiency 
desired. 
L.E.A.A., in response to the needs of 
the state planning agencies, took a 
renewed interest in crime prevention 
philosophy and initiated the category 
of L.E.A.A. grants to address the need 
for state subsidy of local crime 
prevention campaigns. 
Through the early ’70s, effective 
crime prevention programs were few 
and far between. Many community 
based

were 
vigorously attacking the challenge 
with some measure of success, but 
were severely restricted by their 
narrow geographic impact.

Carter Silent On Tax Cut Plans

Con- 
gessional leaders who m et with 
President-elect Jimmy Carter did not 
team up to lu ge an economy-boosting 
tax cut and Carter gave no indication 
of a decision, one of the participants 
savs. 
Rep. George H. Mahon, D-Tex., said 
the problem of stimulating business 
and reducing unem ployment was 
extensively discussed during the three- 
hour session Wednesday in Ixivejoy, 
G a., 
w here 
C arter 
met 
with 
Democratic leaders. 
“I did not detect a unanimity of the 
leadership concerning a tax cut,” 
Mahon said. 
Carter has said that if the economy 
does not begin improving by January, 
there is a “ strong possibility” that he 
would ask for a tax cut to stimulate it. 
Mahon, chairman of the House 
Appropriations Committee and a fiscal 
conservative, said he and others told 
Carter that a major consideration 
should be restoring business con­ 
fidence and that Carter appointments 
would be important in this regard. 


“ The business com m unity and 
people generally are uneasy, won­ 
dering, apprehensive,” Mahon said in 
an mterview Thursday. “If he could 
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get some good strong people for 
secretary of the Treasury, director of 
m anagem ent 
and 
budget 
and 
secretary of commerce, it would have 
a stabilizing influence.... 
Carter has been receiving con­ 
flicting advice as to whether he should 
support a tax cut, a boost in govern­ 
ment spending, or neither. 
“ He didn’t talk like a freewheeling 
big spender,” Mahon said of the Carter 
meeting. “He talked of a balanced 
budget over the long range and his de­ 
sire to eliminate waste, and generally I 
thought it was a good down-to-earth 
discussion.” 
Mahon 
said C arter 
gave the 
congressional visitors his private 
telephone number and promised that 
calls at any time would be put through 
or promptly returned. 
“The country is weary of the con­ 
troversy between the president and 
Congress,” he said. “For the White 
House and Congress to be of the same 
party imposes an awesome responsi­ 
bility nn the Democratic leadership.

Interest is especially k een becau se 
of the hu ge falloff in su ch loans ev er 
since the economy began to emerge 
from the recession of 1973-1974. 
Based on prev iou s recov ery pat­ 
terns, a fairly robu & recov ery in loans 
shou ld be d u e in the early months of 
the ad ministration of Presid ent 
Carter, bu t the prospect at this tu ne 
remains a bit u ncertain.

I 
hav e k nown many men who wou ld not 
think of giv ing u p cigarettes, cu tting 
d own on their weight, or slowing d own 
the pressu res of work UNTIL they 
hav e a first heart attack . Then they 
become little angels, and from the 
moment that they ’re brou ght to the 
emergency room of the hospital, 
cigarette smok ing stops and they 
welcome a 900 calorie d iet. They 
q u ick ly learn, too, that the office can 
get along withou t them. 
In most instances, when recov ery is 
complete, men who hav e been giv en a 
second chance at life continu e to spare 
their heart. They no longer smok e, 
they maintain sensible d iets and 
mod ify their work ing habits. 
In ad d ition, they ad here to a regime 
of ex ercise specifically patterned after 
their need . 
How one can conv ince a strong- 
willed , stu bborn person that his life is 
at stak e is d ifficu lt to say . Nagging 
certainly won’t d o it.

Once again the issue of a 
possible federal income tax 
cut has been raised — not in 
the context of permitting the

chance he will recommend a 
tax cut aimed at the lower 
income levels. The Carter tax 
view, in this instance at least, 
follows the classic pattern of 
the New Deal and Keynesian 
economists dating back at 
least 40 years, that juggling 
government fiscal policies can 
bring about needed changes in 
the economy.

Then they 
become little angels, and from the 
moment that they’re brought to the 
emergency room of the hospital, 
cigarette smoking stops and they 
welcome a 900 calorie diet. They 
quickly learn, too, that the office can 
get along without them. 
In most instances, when recovery is 
complete, men who have been given a 
second chance at life continue to spare 
their heart. They no longer smoke, 
they maintain sensible diets and 
modify their working habits. 
In addition, they adhere to a regime 
of exercise specifically patterned after 
their need. 
How one can convince a strong- 
willed, stubborn person that his life is 
at stake is difficult to say. Nagging 
certainly won’t do it. It may, in fact, do 
the very reverse.

SALT I AKE CITY (AP) - Gary 
Gilmore may be allowed to talk with 
the girl friend who joined him in an 
abortive suicide pact while he waits in 
near-isolation for a board to decide 
whether he’ll face a firing squad. 
The 35-year-old convicted murderer, 
who says he prefers death to prison, 
was cheered by fellow inmates 
Thursday as he returned under police 
escort to the Utah State Prison from a 
hospital. He was found unconscious in 
his cell on Tuesday from a sublethal 
overdose of sleeping pills. 
His girl friend, Nicole Barrett, 20, 
emerged from a coma Thursday for 
the 
first tim e 
since 
she 
was 
hospitalized in Provo after taking 
sleeping pills in her apartm ent 
Tuesday. Hospital officials said she 
was recovering but would require 
treatment for several more days. 
Gilmore, told of her improvement, 
said nothing but appeared relieved, a 
prison guard said. 
He was placed in tho prison’s in­ 
firmary under what Warden Samuel 
Smith called “as close to solitary 
confinement as this prison has had in 
years.” Asked whether Mrs. Barrett 
might be allowed to visit Gilmore, 
Smith said, “We have not closed the 
doors completely to that type of 
communication.” 
Smith said he has picked the secret 
five-man squad that would carry out 
the execution if the Utah Board of 
Pardons at its Dec. 6 meeting upholds 
Gilmore’s death sentence for killing a 
motel clerk during a holdup last 
summer. 


The board, originally scheduled to 
consider the matter the day after 
Gilmore’s suicide try, could commute 
his sentence, but its chairman has 
indicated this is unlikely if Gilmore 
asks for death. 


Meanwhile, the Utah State Bar 
Commission was to consider a com­ 
plaint against Gilmore’s attorney, 
Dennis Boaz, at a meeting today. 


The bar’s executive committee 
earlier said it would take no action on 
Boaz after informal complaints that he 
breached legal ethics by having a 
financial interest in Gilmore’s fate. 
Boaz has acknowledged he plans to 
write about the case and has already 
accepted $250 from a British reporter 
whom he allowed, against prison rules, 
to talk to Gilmore by telephone. 


Boaz again reversed his position on 
Gilmore’s 
execution 
Thursday, 
apologizing to his client for a national 
television interview in which he said he 
could no longer support the state 
execution.

NEW YORK (AP) — Independence 
is a watchword of the Southern Baptist 
churches — a principle that was 
behind the struggle over admission of 
blacks at President-elect Jim my 
Carter’s home church in Plains, Ga. 
Although 
the 
denomination’s 
national convention repeatedly has 
condemned racial discrimination and 
segregation, the national body has no 
authority over its local churches ~ 
34,901 of them throughout the country. 
They’re completely autonomous, 
setting their own rules and policies, 
picking their own ministers, deciding 
on who is eligible for membership, 
admitting them by a congregational 
show of hands. 
Just as many of those individual 
congregations have modified their 
positions in recent years to allow 
blacks to become members, the 
church in Plains last Sunday took that 
step. 
It had long been advocated by Carter 
and his family, who 12 years ago had 
been virtually alone in taking that 
stand. Most members, however, held 
out against it until the change came 
under the spotlight of national 
attention. 


Although a big proportion of 
Southern Baptist congregations now 
have open-door policies, most of them 
remain solidly white, as do many 
congregations in other major, pre­ 
dominantly white denominations. 
In the recent past, the common 
worship time of 11 o’clock Sunday 
morning had been called the “ most 
segregated hour” in America, and it 
still is extensively that way in fact but 
not policy, despite continuing efforts to 
rectify the pattern. 
Some 
Southern 
Baptist 
con­ 
gregations “ regrettably follow a 
closed-door 
policy," 
says 
the 
denomination’s president, the Rev. Dr. 
James L. Sullvain of Nashville, Tenn., 
but many others are “ completely in­ 
tegrated.” 
Church historian Iveon McBeth says 
statements by Southern Baptist 
leaders indicate a “ new day” and 
“ new attitude" in accepting minority 
races, but “ our actions have never 
matched our rhetoric.” 
McBeth, 
of 
Southern 
Baptist 
Theological Seminary in Fort Worth, 
Texas, says the denomination has 
made “ significant progress in race 
relations,” but “ racism still is 


prevalent among us ” 
Since the national convention and 
agencies are “ officially committed to 
equality,” he says, “ it gives some hope 
that we may gradually begin to 
practice what we have in the past 
quarter century at least begun to 
preach.” 
Nevertheless, under the 
Baptist 
system, no denominational authority 
can prescribe congregational conduct, 
nor 
do 
the 
denomination, 
a 
congregation or pastor have authority 
over 
the 
religious 
views 
of 
an 
individual member. 
Self-determination is the distinctive 
tenet, with each person free to 
interpret Scripture according to his 
own mind and conscience. Baptists 
insist on individual independence in 
beliefs. 
While 
this 
makes 
for 
many 
differences, the common bond is 
acknowledgement of Jesus as Ixwd 
and the New Testament as the guide to 
faith and practice.

behind the struggle over admission of 
blacks at President-elect Jim my 
Carter’s home church in Plains, Ga. 
Although 
the 
denomination’s 


national convention repeatedly has 
condemned racial discrimination and 
segregation, the national body has no 
authority over its local churches — 
34,901 of them throughout the country. 
They’re completely autonomous, 


setting their own rules and policies, 
picking their own ministers, deciding 
on who is eligible for membership, 
admitting them by a congregational 
show of hands. 
Just as many of those individual 


congregations have modified their 
positions in recent years to allow 
blacks to become members, the 
church in Plains last Sunday took that 
step. 
It had long been advocated by Carter 


and his family, who 12 years ago had 
been virtually alone in taking that 
stand. Most members, however, held 
out against it until the change came 
under the spotlight of national 
attention. 


Although a big proportion of 


Southern Baptist congregations now 
have open-door policies, most of them 
remain solidly white, as do many 
congregations in other major, pre­ 
dominantly white denominations. 
In the recent past, the common 


worship time of ll o’clock Sunday 
morning had been called the “ most 
segregated hour” in America, and it 
still is extensively that way in fact but 
not policy, despite continuing efforts to 
rectify the pattern. 
Some 
Southern 
Baptist 
con­ 
gregations “ regrettably follow a 
closed-door 
policy,” 
says 
the 


denomination’s president, the Rev. Dr. 
James L. Sullvain of Nashville, Term., 
but many others are “ completely in­ 
tegrated.” 
Church historian l>eon McBeth says 


statements by Southern Baptist 
leaders indicate a “ new day" and 
“ new attitude" in accepting minority 
races, but “ our actions have never 
matched our rhetoric.” 
McBeth, 
of 
Southern 
Baptist 


Theological Seminary in Fort Worth, 
Texas, says the denomination has 
made “ significant progress in race 
relations,” but “ racism still is 


prevalent among us." 
Since the national convention and 


agencies are “ officially committed to 
equality,” he says, “ it gives some hope 
that we may gradually begin to 
practice what we have in the past 
quarter century at least begun to 
preach.” 
Nevertheless, under the Baptist 


system, no denominational authority 
can prescribe congregational conduct, 
nor 
do 
the 
denomination, 
a 


congregation or pastor have authority 
over the 
religious 
views of an 


individual member. 
Self-determination is the distinctive 


tenet, with each person free to 
interpret Scripture according to his 
own mind and conscience. Baptists 
insist on individual independence in 
beliefs. 
While 
this 
makes 
for 
many 


differences, the common bond is 
acknowledgement of Jesus as Ixird 
and the New Testament as the guide to 
faith and practice.

'Hee Haw' Continues Run Of Constant Popularity 


N A SH VILLE, Tenn. (A P) — The 
cornfield stage set is still in place. And 
so are the jokes grown there. 
“ Hee Haw,” country music’s version 
of "The Lawrence Welk Show," 
continues to be one of the most suc­ 
cessful syndicated TV shows on the 
air. 
The show, in its eighth season, has 
an estimated audience of 33 million 
persons, up I million from a year ago. 
It is on 227 stations and shown in 
every m ajor American television 
market except Boston. 
There’s a 
waiting list for advertisers. 
Cast members and show officials 
cite some basic reasons for the suc­ 
cess: appeal to the family, simple 
humor and the popularity of country 
music. 
“ Hee Haw,” like the Welk show, got 
its start on network television, but 
unlike the Welk show, its network life 
was short. But the show has proved, as 
did Welk, that the networks don’t have 
all the answers for gauging show 
popularity. Welk says he’s got more 
stations in syndication than he did on 
the network. 
“ The shortest distance between two 
points is a straight line, and that’s the 
way we’ve been on this show,” host 
Buck Owens said during in break in

taping at the W TVF studio in down­ 
town Nashville. 
“ We’ve been straight — not too 
clever,” he said. “ The most important 
thing is the meld of music, comedy and 
different kinds of comedy. We took oil 
and water and mixed it and it stayed 
mixed. 
"W e are bein’ and actin’ like what 
people thought we were, instead of 
trying to be sophisticated and actin’ 
like we weren’t. We went the other 
way, like the Beverly Hillbillies. We 
depict ourselves. I don’t say or do 
anything I normally wouldn’t do. I can 
say ‘ain’t.” 


Sam Iiovullo, the show’s short, 
balding producer, agrees: 
“ We leave people as they are,” said 
I .ovidlo, who would pass for Curly of 
the Three Stooges. “ You almost see 
yourself at home as being that way. 
“ It’s family oriented. We reach all 
classes, all ages and both men and 
women. 
“ Also, the country music plays a big 
part. Country music is story telling 
about things like love and divorce — 
things people identify with.” 
Those connected with the show 
predict continued success. 
“ We’U be on a long time,” said 


Ixiuvullo. ‘“ Hee Haw’ is the Grand Ole 
Opry of TV.” 
Owens says: " I wouldn’t be sur­ 
prised to see it go 15 years in 
production and another 15 years in 
reruns. It would be easy to alter the 
shows by using bits and pieces from 
one show and parts of another. 
“ Ten years from now, there still will 
be a lot of ‘Hee Haw’ new or old. It’ll be 
like ‘I Inve l 4icy.’” 
Informality reigns on the set. There 
are no wardrobes or makeup rooms or 
stuffy executives barking orders. 
“ People just sit around and watch 
and laugh,” Invullo said.

capable. You hav e to look at the 
su g g estions being made at that time to 
realize there was a 
real dang er 
Cong ress wou ld start to tink er with it.” 
Sax be, 6 0, headed the Ju stice 
D epartm ent from Janu ary 19 74, 
replacing *Elliot Richardson, u ntil he 
resig ned in early 19 75 after President 
Ford named him to be env oy to India. 
Sax be, one of the first ambassadors 
to resig n following Jimmy Carter’s 
presidential election v ictory , said that 
he had alway s intended to q u it his 
diplomatic post by the end of this y ear, 
reg ardless of the election ou tcome. 
Sax be, who was first elected to the 
Ohio Hou se of Representativ es in 1946 
and later serv ed as state attorney 
g eneral before his election to the 
Senate in 19 6 8, said he has no plans to 
reenter politics. 
Ask ed abou t reports that appear 
from tim e to time in Ohio newspapers 
specu lating abou t the possibly he will 
ru n for g ov ernor in 19 78, if incu mbent 
Jam es Rhodes, also a Repu blican, 
were not to seek re-election, Sax be 
said: "I don’t see any indication of 
Rhodes stepping aside.” 
Sax be’s immediate plans are to 
retu rn 
to 
M echanicsbu rg , 
his 
hometown, and resu me an old law 
practice, manag e his 200-head cattle 
farm and perhaps accept some 
company directorships. 
He said he also mig ht hav e an 
association with a 
law office in 
Washing ton, which wou ld enable him 
to retain some ties there. 
Bu t he stresses that Washing ton is 
not his first lov e. 
"I missed Ohio mu ch more than I did 
Washing ton while in India,” he said. 
Sax be describes his 21 months as a 
diplomat as “v alu able and enjoy able 
ex perience.” 
“ The thing I lik ed best was the 
ability to trav el arou nd the cou ntry 
and to meet the v aried people of 
India,” he said. 
“ Americans look u pon Indians as a 
people who are starv ing , destitu te, and 
u nhappy and miserable. People who 
v isit India and see the way Indians liv e 
think they are. Bu t it’s not tru e. 
"One mu st u nderstand that their 
way of liv ing is mu ch different from 
ou rs. They hav e a different climate, 
different sanitary and hy g ienic habits. 
Their cook ing and eating habits are 
different. So is their cu ltu re, and we 
shou ldn’t hold them u p and ju dg e them 
in comparison to ou tselv es.” 
Indian Foreig n Ministry officials 
credit Sax be with hav ing sig nificantly 
contribu ted to an improv ement in U.S.- 
Indian relations. 
“He arriv ed at a most difficu lt 
tim e,” said one official, recalling how 
Sax be came in Febru ary 19 75 when the 
relations were clou ded by the U.S. 
decision to resu me arm s to neig h­ 
boring Pak istan ov er India’s strong 
protests. 
“His not being a diplomat was a 
g reat 
adv antag e 
ev en 
to 
the 
diplomats,” the official continu ed. “He 
was v ery candid and sincere, and ev en 
when y ou may not ag ree with him, 
when a person lik e Bill Sax be talk s to 
y ou on the basis of g ood will, then it 
mak es thing s easier.” 
Sax be said he is most pleased with a 
redu ction in the criticism of America 


that he fou nd in the Indian press when 
he arriv ed last y ear. 
Bu t he said he is still u nhappy with 
the more fav orable press treatment he 
feels is accorded the Sov iet Union, a 
cou ntry that he say s "ex ploits” India 
throu g h trade ag reements. 
“We v ery seldom see any thing g ood 
abou t the United States in their media 
and we nev er see any thing critical 
abou t Ru ssia,” he said. 
Bu t he added, “We’re g enerally 
pleased with ou r prog ress here in 
improv ing Indo-American 
relations 
and the prog ress that I think is y et to 
come. We’v e laid the g rou ndwork for 
fu rther improv ement” 
Sax be said he and his wife, Dolly , 
also enjoy ed the many non-diplomatic 
aspects of his assig nment — g olfing 
sev eral times a week and tak ing 
freq u ent trips into the cou ntry side for 
trou t fishing and hu nting . 
Althou g h Sax be earned a repu tation 
for pu blic candor as a politician, he 
said he deliberately retained a low 
profile as ambassador — at least u ntil 
his final week , when he spok e ou t 
du ring some farewell appearances and 
interv iews. 
"You hav e a responsibility to be 
ou tspok en when y ou are elected to a 
policy -mak ing position su ch as a 
member of the Senate or appointed to a 
post lik e attorney g eneral,” he said. 
"You shou ld let people k now what y ou 
are think ing abou t, what y ou are 
recommending . 
"Bu t as a diplomat, especially in a 
cou ntry lik e India, I don’t think y ou 
serv e y ou r cou ntry well if y ou are 
continu ally shooting off y ou r mou th, 
and in the present situ ation I don’t 
think it wou ld hav e been produ ctiv e.” 
Sax be leav es Satu rday and is du e to 
reach M echanicsbu rg on Dec. 4 
following a brief stop in Ix >ndon and a 
v oy ag e across the Atlantic on the 
Qu een Elizabeth II. His resig nation 
will become effectiv e Jan. 9 , Sax be 
said. 
His friends in Ohio and Washing ton 
will notice two phy sicial chang es. 
In the words of the ambassador: 
“ I’v e added a mou stache and I lost 
abou t 10 pou nds. Neither one was 
easy .”

Crime alert, Rhodes said, was to be a 
m ulti-phased program relying on 
citizen involvement in the reduction of 
increasing crime rates across the 
state.

Crime Alert was envisioned as one of 
the first state programs to provide 
com m unity coordination, financing 
and technical support in all areas of 
local operation. 
F orm er Ohio Highway 
P atrol 
Superintendent Colonel

Chiaramonte was named on March IS 
by Governor Rhodes to direct the 
program. Bringing with him over 30 
years of law enforcement experience, 
Chiaramonte quickly launched the 
initial planning and developm ent 
phase of the project.

Saxbe, 60, headed the Justice 
D epartm ent from Jan u ary 1974, 
replacing "Elliot Richardson, until he 
resigned in early 1975 after President 
Ford named him to be envoy to India. 
Saxbe, one of the first ambassadors 
to resign following Jimmy Carter’s 
presidential election victory, said that 
he had always intended to quit his 
diplomatic post by the end of this year, 
regardless of the election outcome. 
Saxbe, who was first elected to the 
Ohio House of Representatives in 1946 
and later served as state attorney 
general before his election to the 
Senate in 1968, said he has no plans to 
reenter politics. 
Asked about reports that appear 
from time to time in Ohio newspapers 
speculating about the possibly he will 
run for governor in 1978, if incumbent 
Jam es Rhodes, also a Republican, 
were not to seek re-election, Saxbe 
said: “ I don’t see any indication of 
Rhodes stepping aside.” 
Saxbe’s immediate plans are to 
return 
to 
M echanicsburg, 
his 
hometown, and resume an old law 
practice, manage his 200-head cattle 
farm and perhaps accept some 
company directorships. 
He said he also might have an 
association with a 
law office in 
Washington, which would enable him 
to retain some ties there. 
But he stresses that Washington is 
not his first love. 
“I missed Ohio much more than I did 
Washington while in India,” he said. 
Saxbe describes his 21 months as a 
diplomat as “valuable and enjoyable 
experience.” 
“The thing I liked best was the 
ability to travel around the country 
and to meet the varied people of 
India,” he said. 
“ Americans look upon Indians as a 
people who are starving, destitute, and 
unhappy and miserable. People who 
visit India and see the way Indians live 
think they are. But it’s not true. 
“One must understand that their 
way of living is much different from 
ours. They have a different climate, 
different sanitary and hygienic habits. 
Their cooking and eating habits are 
different. So is their culture, and we 
shouldn't hold them up and judge them 
in comparison to outselves.” 
Indian Foreign Ministry officials 
credit Saxbe with having significantly 
contributed to an improvement in U.S.- 
Indian relations. 
“He arrived at a most difficult 
tim e,” said one official, recalling how 
Saxbe came in February 1975 when the 
relations were clouded by the U.S. 
decision to resume arm s to neigh­ 
boring Pakistan over India’s strong 
protests. 
“ His not being a diplomat was a 
great 
advantage 
even 
to 
the 
diplomats,” the official continued. “ He 
was very candid and sincere, and even 
when you may not agree with him, 
when a person like Bill Saxbe talks to 
you on the basis of good will, then it 
makes things easier.” 
Saxbe said he is most pleased with a 
reduction in the criticism of America 


that he found in the Indian press when 
he arrived last year. 
But he said he is still unhappy with 
the more favorable press treatm ent he 
feels is accorded the Soviet Union, a 
country that he says “ exploits” India 
through trade agreements. 
"We very seldom see anything good 
about the United States in their media 
and we never see anything critical 
about Russia,” he said. 
But he added, “We’re generally 
pleased with our progress here in 
improving Indo-American 
relations 
and the progress that I think is yet to 
come. We’ve laid the groundwork for 
further improvement” 
Saxbe said he and his wife, Dolly, 
also enjoyed the many non-diplomatic 
aspects of his assignment — golfing 
several tim es a week and taking 
frequent trips into the countryside for 
trout fishing and hunting. 
Although Saxbe earned a reputation 
for public candor as a politician, he 
said he deliberately retained a low 
profile as ambassador — at least until 
his final week, when he spoke out 
during some farewell appearances and 
interviews. 
“You have a responsibility to be 
outspoken when you are elected to a 
policy-making position such as a 
member of the Senate or appointed to a 
post like attorney general,” he said. 
“You should let people know what you 
are thinking about, what you are 
recommending. 
“ But as a diplomat, especially in a 
country like India, I don’t think you 
serve your country well if you are 
continually shooting off your mouth, 
and in the present situation I don’t 
think it would have been productive.” 
Saxbe leaves Saturday and is due to 
reach M echanicsburg on Dec. 4 
following a brief stop in london and a 
voyage across the Atlantic on the 
Queen Elizabeth II. His resignation 
will become effective Jan. 9, Saxbe 
said. 
His friends in Ohio and Washington 
will notice two physicial changes. 
In the words of the ambassador: 
“ I’ve added a moustache and I lost 
about IO pounds. Neither one was 
easy.”

watching 
NBC’s news. 
Still, says William lx>rd, an 
ABC News vice president, the 
Reasoner-Walters show is 
getting, on the average, 
nearly a full ratings point 
more than in the days without 
her. A Nielsen spokesman 
agreed. 
ABC’s Evening News ac­ 
tually had shown a ratings 
decline before she joined it, 
lard said, but now “what in 
effect has happened is that 
the decline has been reversed 
and it’s beginning to grow 
again.” 
Did ABC think the new 
show would do better in the 
ratings — TV’s equivalent of 
newspaper circulation — than 
it actually is doing? 
“Well, we set no real goals 
in terms of that,” I.ord said in 
a phone interview from New 
York. “We looked at where 
we were and realized we 
could go no place but up at 
this time.” 
He described the ratings in­ 
crease for the show as moder­ 
ate and said ABC considers it 
‘the beginning of continued 
growth.” 
But he emphasized that the 
key to that growth — in terms 
of national ratings — is how 
large an audience ABC affil­ 
iates can get for their local 
news shows when such 
precede the ABC Evening 
News. 
By this he meant the au­ 
dience “lead-in — local news 
programs provide network 
newscasts. 
“The strength of the local 
affiliate is terribly important 
to our own success,” he said. 
When starting the new 
show, 
ABC 
noted 
that 
building an audience for it 
would take time. It said it 
would wait until the end of 
1976 before judging if the 
show was doing what ABC 
hoped it would do in the rat­ 
ings. 
Lord said the watch-and- 
wait policy still is in effect, 
and added, “Let’s face it, if 
the 
ratings 
went 
down 
precipitously, of course we’d 
have to make a terrible 
reassessment. 
“But that (ratings drop) 
isn’t happening ... so I don’t 
think we have a problem as to 
where we are now with the 
growth pattern. I think it 
looks very good.”
